Although 
the mails, via San Francisco, brought no 
later news than that previously received, via 
Suez, the fuller American telegrams gave 
some additional details. 

The annual report of the Chief Inspector 
of Stock, Alexander Brace, bas just been 
laid before Parliament. From thie document 
we learn that the estimated number of horses 
in the colony last year. was 280,304. The 
number of cattle in the colony in 1863 was 
2,032,522. In 1869 the aumber was 1,795,904. 
The decrease is attributed partly to losses by 
pleuro-pneumonia during 1862-3 4, aod pertly 
to cattie owners selling off their cattle and 
substituting sheep. 

Tbe raius during the last four days of 
April were so heavy and continuous as to 
cause floods in many parts of the colony. 

April 25th, a deputation, appointed by « 
public meeting, waited on the Governor, the 
Earl of Belmore, to present a petition praying 
that the Imperial Government would empower 
the local Government of this colony to esta- 
blish some kind of authority at Fiji adequate 
to the requirements of the white population 
settled there, and numbering sow about 
3,000, 

Although the absence of any returns of 
gold received by escort from the Southern 
districts during the month ot March reduces 
the increase in the yield of our gold-Gields for 
the past quarter, it still compares satisfac- 
torily with that of the corresponding portion 
of 1870.. The totai reeeipts for the first 
quarter of Inst year were 35,781 oz., against 
50,574 oz. tor the three months ending the 
Sigt ult. ; 

A bill bas passed through the Legislative 
Assembly, having for its object the reduction 
of fature Governors’ salaries to £5,000 a year, 
and @lso the reduction of Ministers’ salaries. 

The members of the Civil Service have 
formed a Co-operative Society. 

The extension of the Great Northern Rail- 
way from Muswellbrook to Scone was opened 
by His Excellency, the Governor, the Earl of 
Belmore, on the 17th of April. 

The aannal report of the Council of Edu- 
cat on has jast been presented to Parliament 
Denominativual schouls are s!owly diminish- 
ing in number. The public schools number 
359, to which are to be added 104 provisional 
schools and 82 half-time schools. Together 
with tbe denominational, this makes 846 
schools altogether receiving pubiic ald, The 
pupils number 82,821, of whom 36,460 are in 
deacmiastionsl schools, 

VICTORIA. 


Parliament was opened April 25°h, when 
Captain McMahon was elected Speaker unop- 
posed. In order to allow members to attend 
the funeral of the late Sir James Palmer, the 
Couccil adjourned to the 27th, on whirh day 
Parliament was formerly opened by the Gov- 
ernor, Every corner inside the House was 
crowded, and there was a large concourse of 
people outside. His Excellency’s speech al- 
luded to education, mining, water-supply, an 
amended Land Act, revision of the criminal 
law, reduction of postal rates, the formution 
ofa Marine Board, intercolonial legislation, 
and railway extension, us subjects that would 
be early sabmitted for the consideration of 
Parliament. 

Henry Parkes bas had an interview with 
the Committee of the Chamber of Commerce, 
in reference to Hall’s Ualifornia line; a 
favorable consideration of the matter was 
promised. Mr. Parkes says that a subsidy of 
£10,000 is asked from Victoria. 

On the 2d April the census of the popuia- 
tion of Victoria was taken, and the papers 
collected by the enumerators are now in the 
hands of the Registrar-General, who will 
issue his report in due course. The last cen- 
sus of the colony was taken in the year 1861, 
when the population numbered 549,392. 

Very steady and satisfactory progress has 
been made during the past month in the min- 
ing industry in the leading gold-fields of the 
colony. An 80 oz. nugget bas been discov- 
ered at Dunolly. 

It is stated, says the Argue, that informa- 
tion bas been received here to the effect that 
the Bussian authorities have it in contempla- 
tion to organize an expedition to New 
Guinea, with a view of landing a party on 
that quarter of the globe for the purpose of 
scientific restarch and exploration. 

The Government intend introducing an 
amendment on the criminal law, by which. 
the lash ean be made more a means of pun- 
ishment On the first instant, three prison- 
ers were flogged in the Melbourne goal, 

The wan-ol-war Cerberu:—which bas been 
purchased for the detense of the colony—ar- 
rived in ‘Hobson’s bay on Sunday, the 9th 
April, very mach to the gratification of the 
evlonists. 

QUEENSLAND, 


The Parliament having reassembled, the 
Legislative Assembly has been dis: u.sing an 
Electoral Amendment bill, similar tv the law 
in force in Victoria, giving manhood suffrage 
after six months’ residence, the voters to pro- 
duce their electoral rights at the poll. A 
motion for female suffrage was negatived on 
a division by 17°to 8 votes. 

The latest accounts of the constructién of 
the telegraphic extension from Cardwell to 
Normanton, in the Guif of Carpentaria, are 
stated to be of the most satisfact.r, descrip- 
tion. The whole work can be completed by 
the end of June, if the iron posts tor sone 
sixty miles between the Norman and the Gil- 
bert are received from England as soon as
